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a. For the purpose of computing actual leave time, when contractor 
persomnel return directly to their homes for such ZI leave as may be pro~ 
vided for in their contracts, the day of arrival at their home will be con- 
sidered a day of duty. The day of departure from their home will be 
considered a day of leave. This calculation will be mode with the under- 
standing that the individual concerned hae utilized the first available, 
most direct transportation to and from his home. 


>. In the case of those personnel who desire to take their mid-contract 
leave in e foreign area, they will be considered in a leave status upon 
departure from their base. 


c. If the individuel employee desires to take his entire vaeetion in a 
foreign area, provided such employee is not required by contract to return 


- to the ZI, there is no objection to his separating such leave into twe parts. 


It 4s felt that this will be e decision for the base commander to make since 
4t involves the matter of retaining sufficient personnel on the base to meet 
operational requirements. 


a. If the individual elects for personal reasons to take less than the 
amount of ZI leave authorized in his contract, such unused ZI leave may be 
taken ae "local" leave if operational requirements permit. Such unused 
ZI leave will not be paid for by the company at the end of the contract 
per dod. 


®. In those cases where contractor personnel do not proceed to their 
homes by the first available, most direct means, a flat allowance will be 
made for travel time from their detachment to their home and return. In 
these cases "A" personnel will be ellowed 48 hours travel time from detach- 
ment to home end 48 hours raturn; °B" will be allewed 72 hours travel 
gach way. 
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
